Special Committee of Five Appointed 
to Investigate Their Standing and 
Report Back to the Committee on 
Credentials. 


W. O. L. Jewett, editor of the Shelbina 
Torchlight, caused a sensation among the 
members of the Missouri Press Association 
in session at the Administration building 
Friday morning by introducing a resol!n- 
thon advising that the names of Former 
TAeutenant-Governor John A. Lee, editor of 
the Interstate Grocer; I. L. age, editor 
of the Bonne Terre Star end BR. B. Speed 
of the Nevada Mail, be stricken from the 
membership list of the organization. 

Mr. Jewett’s resolution followed cone bv 
Exjitor Philip Gansz of the Macon Repub- 
lican that the committee on -redentialis 
revise the membership Hst. Mr. Gansz, 
however, mentioned no names. 

Other editors expressed approval of Mr. 
Jewett's resolution im part. but advised that 
action taken be conservative. 

Walter Williams of Columbia then took 
the floor and advised that a committee of 
five be appointed to investigate the stand- 
ine of the men named in Mr. Jewett's reso- 
lution and report back to the committee 
on credentials. This motion was adopted 
by the association. and Mr. Jewett was 
made chairman of the committee. 

The reason given by Mr. Jewett for ad- 
vising that the names of the three editors 
be stricken from the list was that the re- 
cent boodle exposures in the state and the 
connection of the men named therewith did 
not reflect credit on the association.

All 
brides are lovely. all grooms are fair. and 
expect to be told so in their wedding no- 
tices. 

"When one of our old farmer friends 
comes jin and bores us for an hour on 
press day, when the typesetters are calling 
hbustily for copy with a distressing fre- 
quency, we must allude to his visit as a 
highly apprectated call from our old 
friend and fellow citizen, Samuel Ander- 
gon of Sheep Creek.

Native St. Louis Artist Passes Away 
at Camp Reliance After a 
Long Struggle. 


SHORT LIFE OF NOTABLE WORK 


After Newspaper Career and Study 
Abroad He Attracted Wide At- 
tention by His Portraits. 


A special dispatch to the Post-Dispatch 
from San Antonio, Tex., announces the 
death of John Wilton Cunningham, the 
St. Louis artist, Thursday night at Camp 
Reliance, a health resort near there. 

The dispatch states that Mr. Cunning- 


ham’s death was due to consumption. He 
arrived at Camp Reliance nearly two 
months ago, expecting to return in the 


fall and complete pictures. for Harry B. 
Hawes and others by whom he had been 
engaged, but grew constantly weaker un- 
til the end came. 

Mr. Cunningham was a son of Rev. J. 
Ww. Cunningham. a Southern Methodist 
minister, who resides at 1414 Locust street. 
He was about 35 years of age and unmar- 
ried. 

To his friends in St. Louis and elsewhere 
—and he had thousands of them—the dead 
artist was affectionately known as ‘Jack.’ 

He was born in St. Louis, did newspaper 
illustrating here, and made St. Louis his 
home, except during the four years he 
studied his art in Paris. His paintings 
adorn the homes of many prominent St. 
Louisans. 

The people of Missouri know much of 
his work. He excelled in portraits and sev- 
eral of these hang in the governor's man- 
sion at Jefferson City. 

Mr. Cunningham painted life-size por- 
traits of Gov. and Mrs. Lon V. Stephens 
about four years ago and since then made 
paintings of Gov. Dockery and his late 
wife.

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POLICEMEN MUST 
PORT ON GARBAG 


Ordinance Provides That They Notify 
the Health Department of Un- 
collected Refuse. 


THEY DO NOT DO SO NOW 


; 


The Board Has Received No Reports 
From Captains and Will Demand 
an Explanation. 


In reading over the garbage collection 
ordinances, members of the board of health 
discovered a section stipulating that the 
police shall report to the board of health 
all instances where garbage has not been 
collected. 

At Thursday afternoon's meetfng of the 
board this section was brought up for dis- 
cussion and Assistant Health Commissioner 
Francis was asked by Dr. Simon if he re- 
ceived any reports of the noncollection 
of garbage from the police. : 

Mr. Francis replied that he did not. 

Mr. Francis repeated the statement 
the Post-Dispatch Friday morning, adding 
that during his entire connection with the 
health department he never knew the police 
to turn over a complaint to him about the 
noncollection of garbage. 

Mr. Francis told the board that he had 
been told that employes of the hauling 
company went to the police stations daily 
for reports of dead animals, and, incidental- 
ly, got whatever reports there were of un- 
collected garbage. 

The board was not satisfied with the mat- 
ter and directed Secretary Frank Hiller to 
communicate with the police department. 
and tind out if the police make reports 
on uncollected garbage {to the captains, 
and, if they did, to ask why they were not 


turned over to the rd of health as the 
ordinances prescribe. 


Could Be of Great 
Help to the City. 


Members of the board and other city 
officials feel that the police department 
can be of much service in improving the 
garbage situation if its members will en- 
force the ordinances. 

It is pointed out in this connection that 
the ordinances declare the spilling of gar- 
bage on the streets a misdemeanor and. 
that with the general instruction in the 
police to enforce the ordinance and arrest 
all offenders, that they should arrest all 
of the garbage wagon drivers who spill 
garbage. 

City officials have had this “spilling” 
feature of the garbage situation brought 
prominently to their notice recently. As 
if to show its utter disregard of the munici- 
pal authorities, almost every day about 
noon time a garbage wagon drives along 
Twelfth street from Market to Clark ave- 
nue, spilling a bad-smelling liquid close to 
the city hall sidewalks and leaving an 
odor that not only makes _ pedestrians 
dodge, but rises upward even to the offices

Three Physicians Afrested offCWarge 
of Systematic Robbery at 
Poorhouse. 


As a result of an investigation instituted 
by Dr. Simon, health commissioner of St. 
Louis. to determine what became of sup- 
plies which he believes were taken fron 
city poorhouse, Dr. Emanuel T. Ur- 
ban and Dr. Alexander McCully, two of the 
three assistant physicians at the institu- 
tion, are under arrest. 

Dr. P. T. Knapp, who has offiees in tbe 
Imperial building at Tenth’ and Pine 
streets, was also arrested and a grip full 
of medicines which he admitted were 


the 


taken from the poorhouse dispensary was 
found in his office. Many of the bottles 
bore the poorhouse dispensary labels 
The three men are charged on the po- 
lice records with petit larceny, but war- 
rants have not been issued for them. 

Dr. McCully gave bond immediately 
after his arrest late Thursday night. Dr 


Knapp and Dr. Urban were locked up for 
the night. Dr. Knapp gave bond in the 
morning. He and Dr. McCully were both 
released to appear hefore Judge Moore of 


the Court of Criminal Correction Satur- 
day morning. 

Dr. McCully refused to make any state- 
ment regarding the case. Dr. Knapp and 
Dr. Urban declare there is nothing in 
‘the charges against them. 

Dr. Knapp. who was arrested early 
Thursday afternoon by Speaal Officer 
Durney, Was taken at once to Health 


Commissioner Simon's office. where he is 
said ta have admitted securing the medi- 


cines from the poorhouse dispfnsary for 
his own practice. He also related that 
Drs. McCully and Urban were tin the pian. 


As explained by Dr. Simon, the practice 
of. the three physicians under arrest was 
as follows: 


Dr. Knapp, who was an assistant phy- 
sician at the female hospital until this 
spring, has, since he left that institution, 


been in the habit of taking dinner with 
Dr. Urban and Dr. McCully at the poor- 
house at least once a week and some- 
times oftener. He always carried the 
grip with him and took it away filled 
with medicines which the two assistant 
hysicians under arrest helped him place 
in the grip. 

The grip which Dr. Knapp always car- 
ried furnished the clew which Special 
Officer Durney. working under the diree- 
tion of Dr. Simon, followed, resulting In 


grandjury.

“DIDN'T KNOW IT WAS LOADED” 


Snapped It to Exhibit Its Easy Action 
and Pierced His Brother’s An- 
kle With the Bullet. 


While endeavoring to find out the good 
points of a revolver belonging to his 
brother Reid, Breckinridge Jongs, the 16- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Breckinridge 
Jones of 4010 Lindell boulevard, was acci- 
dentally shot near the ankle. 

The family has but lately returned from 
a summer trip and the two boys were 
seated. on a..garden.chair.on the back 
lawn. 

Reid, aged 17, was explaining the work- 
ings of the revolver to his younger broth- 
er. It was of small size but its action 
seemed so pretty that Breckinridge be- 
came anxious to becorac its possessor. 

Desirous of proving the high merit of his 
property and its real value as an article of 
trade, Reid enapped the trigger, uncon- 
scious of the fect that the weapon con- 
tained one load. 

The bullet, although 
aimed at. no point in 
3reckinridge. 

A physician probed for the bullet but 
was unable to find it. Reid, after a 
search, discovered it on the grass beneath 
the garden chair upon which Breckinridge 
had been sitting. The wound is aot seri- 
ous.

CORONER'S JURY VERDICT 
ON TROLLEY KILLING. 


“We, the jury, find that Alexander 
Harter came to Wis death on the 
26th day of August from injuries 
received on the 23th in a collision 
between a Transit car of the La- 
clede avenue division and the brew- 
ery wagon, of which he was driver, 
at Spring and Laclede avenues about 
8:30 o'clock In the afternoon. That 
the collision was due to the criminal 
negligence of Gus Landstrom, mo- 
torman of the Transit car, and that 
the officials of the Transit company 
are equally gulity,. if not more so, 
than their employe, *for requiring 
that the Laclede avenue cars make 
the run from Fourth street to For- 
est Park, a distance of about four 
and one-quarter miles, in @ min- 
utes, which is at the rate of 10 
miles per héur. without allowing 
any allowance for stops to take on ” 
passengers.” 


This verdict was rendered by the cor 
oner’s jury at the inquest into the death 
of Alexander Harter, aged 4, a driver for 


the American Brewing Co., whose 
was struck by a transit.car last Tuesday ; 

Landstrom was arrested as soon 4s the 
verdict was rendered and taken to the 
Four Courta. 

The car. which, according to witnesses, 
was going at a speed of 3 or % miles an 
hour, knocked Harter from his seat a dis- 
tance of 20 feet, his head striking on the 
stone curb. He was taken to St. John’s 
Hospital, where he died. ; 

Gus Landstrom, the motorman, positively 
refused to answer any of the necessary 
questions put to him by Deputy Coroner 
O'Keefe. on the ground that they would 
incriminate him. After repeated question- 
ing and cross-examining as to his reasons 
for his obdurate silence, Landstrom shridt 

“IT have been inatructed By the claim 
department not to say any more than I 
can poseibly help.”

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NCREASE AND DISTRIBUTION OF POPULATION 

Between the two census years, 1890 and 1900, the rate of 
increase of population in the United States, excluding recent 
acquisitions and Alaska, was 20.7 per cent. Only one country. 
in the world, Argentina, shows a more rapid growth. 

The rate of increase in this country is double that of the 
average of Europe, nearly double that of Canada, exceeds that 
of Mexico by one-sixth and that of Australia by one-tenth. 

For the first time in the history of the country the south- 

states increased in population, 1890 to 1900, faster than 
the North. This, however, is due to an increase in the South, 
west of the Mississippi, two and one-half times that of the 
North. East of the river the increase in the South is a little 
slower than in the North. 

As between the Fast and West the census bureau bulletin 
from which these facts are extracted indicates a halting in 
the stream of immigration to the region west of the Missis- 
sippi. Foreigners distribute themselves more evenly over 
the country than in former decades. 

The most noteworthy deduction, however, is the rapid ap- 
proach to equality in the rates of increase in the different

RELICS FROM LYNCHINGS. 

One of the most suggestive bits of testimony brought out in 
the trial of the Danville lynching rioters is: to the effect 
that an unknown rioter was seen to pry open the mouth of 
the dead, burned negro lying in front of the jail, for the pur- 
pose of securing a tooth for a relic. 

This is suggestive, because in every instance of a lynching 
during the past two or three years the so-called relic hunter 
has been a conspicuous figure. The corpses of lynched negroes 
have been torn in pieces by the ghouls who seek these relics. 
And there can he little doubt that many of the lynchers 
take part in the lynching with the object of securing relics, 

Could anything afford a stronger argument for putting a 
stop to lynchings and cleansing the country of the disgrace 
which their frequency and horror have cast upon civilization? 
Is not this growing craze for ghastly relics of the most fright- 
ful cruelty a greater menace, if possible, than the prevalence 
of lynching itself? The lynching is forgotten, but the relics 
remain, moral plagué spots, in the homes of the people. Their 
effect upon men, women and children must be thoroughly de- 
praving. They preach the gospel of hate, revenge and cruelty.’ 
They stand for contempt for law and order, and they make a 
silent appeal in behalf of violence. 

Unless we are to descend to a lower plane than that of the 
aboriginal Apache, the opportunity for cultivating this new 
and frightful form of vice must be cut off.

‘‘Keep out the germs. Pre- 
vent disease and you won't have 
to cure it.”’ This is a text from 
which avery effective sermon 
might be preached.

Upon receipt of Mr. Leischman’s dispatch 
Mr. Loomis immediately sent a cupy to 
Capt, Cowles, acting chief of the bureau 
of navigation, and a_ brother-in-law of 
President Roosevelt. 

Capt. Cowles thought it advisable to 
cable Admiral Cotton to proceed immedi- 
ately to Beirut, but was restrained by Mr. 
Loomis, who advocated waiting until ftur- 
ther information was received. 

Mr. Loomis suggested that it would do 
just as well to send the message to Ad- 
miral Cotton after some definite confirma- 
tion had been received. He alsy suggested 
the overnight delay to President Roose- 
velt. 

This did not agree with the President's 
ideas, and he sent a “rush” message to 
Capt. Cowles, instructing him to order the 
oe squadron to Beirut without de- 
ay.

The sporting event of the year in the 
turf world will take place at Sheepshead 
Bay, N. Y.. Saturday. In value, as in 
general interest, it surpasses anything of 
its kind in the country. 

The Suburban Handicap and the Ameri- 
can Derby are events of great import- 
ance, but they are overshadowed by the 
Futurity. This is evidenced by the fact 
that the millionaire horseowners of the 
country spend thousands of dollars to be 
represented in this race. 

Such men as Whitney, 
Haggin, Drake, S. 8S. Brown, A. Feather- 
stone, J. E. Madden, Sydney Paget, Fred 
Gebhardt, J. P. Kraner and others are the 
principal nominators to this great stake, 
and these names are a guarantee that the 
contest will be more for glory than for 
gold 

This year's Futurity is estimated to be 
worth $60,000, and this will be the third 
most valuable since the inauguration of the 
event 15 years ago. : 

When Potomac won in 1899 the value of 
the stake was close to $68,000, and when 
His Highness won the following year it 
was worth nearly $62.000. 

Since the latter year the Futurity has 
averaged $40,000. It is far and away the 
most valuable racing event in the country 
and in point of value its only rival in the 
racing world is the English Derby. 

Some of the most celebrated horses that 
have sported silk on the Americtn turf 
date their fame from this race. Every- 
body, of course, knows that the race is 
exclusively for 2-year-olds and that the 
distance is about six furlongs. The actual 
distance of the Futurity is 1263 yards and 
one foot, which makes it 56 vards and 
2 feet shorter than the six furlongs. This 
will account for the extraordinary time 
made fh the race, an average in recent 
years of about 1:11. 

The Futurity has always been run at 
Coney Island over the Sheepshead Bay 
It was inaugurated in 1888 In 
that year, Salvator, the king of the Amer- 
ican turf. was defeated in the race by a 
product of Kentucky, Proctor Knott. Sal- 
vator finished second. Galen ran third. In 
the following year Proctor Knott ran in 
the American Derby. but was defeated by 
Spokane. On the succeeding Fourth of 
July he turned the tables on Spokane 
when he won the Sheridan stake at Wash- 
ington Park. 

In 1889 Congressman W. L. Scott's Chaos 
won over a heavy track and incidentally 
enriched his owner about $50,000. St. Carlo 
was second and Sinaloa II was third. The 
field that competed that year was rather 
an indifferent one. 

In 1890 the victor turned up In Poto- 
mac, and this was the most valuable prize 
ever contested for in the United States,

meath third, The following year Strath- 
meath won the American Derby. 

His Highness—a great horse—and the 
sire of many famous thoroughbreds, cap- 
tured the event in 1891, defeating Yorkville 
Belle and Dagonet.
